The 19th Question was resumed, viz: — “ Who are the Superannuated Preach- 
ers?” — and communications were received from L. C. Woodford, T. M. Kirk- 
patrick and J. Haynes; their characters were passed, and their relations contin- 
ued. Statements relating to their temporal interests were handed to the Con- 
ference Steward. 

The 18th Question was called — “Who are the Supernumerary Preachers ? ”

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The case of E. H. Waring was taken up and a report of the Committee on 
Book Accounts relative to his case was read. On motion, his character was 
passed and the matter of his indebtedness to the Book Concern was referred to 
the presiding elder of the .Oskaloosa District to confer with him in reference 
to it.

V. STATE OF THE CHURCH. 

It gives your committie pain to report that there is in the Church a great deal 
of formality, worldliness, sinful pleasure-seeking, social caste. Sabbath breaking 
and neglect of the means of grace, especially the prayer and class-meetings. 

All this greatly hinders the Church in her appointed work. A great portion 
of our Church members are inefficient workers, because they know so litUe of 
religion by personal experience. 

We rejoice, however, that there are not a few in the Church who have not 
defiled their garments ; yet we believe that the careless ones greatly prevent 
their efforts to forward the cause of God. 

There have been some gracious revivals in our Conference the past year, but 
not as many as we fondly hoped and {grayed for. We rejoice that great success 
has attended our efforts the past year in the general campaign of building and 
improving the Churches and Parsonages, and paying old debts. 

We believe that our Church records are very far from correctly representing 
our memberships. In many cases names are continued on our Church records 
long after the persons themselves have died, or moved away, or ceased to be 
acceptable members of the Church. We would therefore urge our pastors to 
greater care in keeping the records of the Church and in administering the dis- 
cipline. 

We also believe that no little damage has resulted to the Church from the 
work of incompetent and improperly authorized Evangelists, and it is our con- 
viction that no Evangelist should be permitted to occupy any of our churches 
unless he comes recommended by responsible parties and by the invitation of 
the pastor. 

With the prayer that the Church may become purer and more successful as 
the years come on, we respectfully submit this report.

men of sound morality and^unquestioned integrity, are in many instances being 
presented as candidates for offices of public trust, both in the State and in the 
Nation. 

Resolved^ 2d, That as guardians of the public morals, and believing that the 
“voice of the people is the voice of God,” we unqualifiedly condemn any 
attempt to restrict or interfere in any way with the exercise of the highest privi- 
lege of an American citizen. 

Resolved^ 3d, Believing that “ God made of one blood all the nations of the 
earth,” we demand of those in authority, in behalf of the colored men, his pro- 
tection in all the rights and privileges of citizenship ; and that in the final ad- 
justment of the much-vexed Chinese question we must not forget the sacredness 
of national treaties, nor ignore the obligations growing out of the common 
Fatherhood of God and the universal brotherhood of man. 

Resolved^, 4th, While we deprecate any movement looking toward the union 
of Churches and State, yet we cannot as members of a great Christian common- 
wealth overlook the moral and spiritual element, which from the beginning has 
given permanence and vigor to our national existence, and that upon an enligh- 
tened and quickened public conscience depends largely the stability of our govern- 
ment in the future ; that it is the duty of the pulpit to rebuke sin in all places 
of public trust ; to insist upon the recognition of the claims of God in the ad- 
I justment of political issues ; to present Christ not only as the Savior of men but 

1 1 the ruler of nations, before whom rulers, and all in authority, must finally give 

^ an account ; urging upon our people to be loyal to God, not only in their homes 

j i but in all the relations they sustain to business and political life, remembering 

i I that “ righteousness exalteth a nation, but sin is a reproach to any people.”

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XIII. RULES OF ORDER. 



ADOPTED AT THE SESSION OF THE CONFERENCE HELD AT CENTERVILLE, 1880 



1. At the opening of each Annual Session, the Conference shall elect a 
Secretary by ballot. The Secretary shall have the right to nominate his 
own Assistants, subject to the approval of the Conference. 

2. The Conference shall meet at eight and one-half o’clock, A. M., and 
adjourn at 12 M.; but may alter the time of meeting and adjournment at 
their discretion. 



3. The President shall decide all questions of order, subject to an appeal 
to the Conference; but in case of such appeal, the question shall be taken 
without debate. 



4. When any member is about to speak in debate or to deliver any 
matter to the Conference, he shall rise and respectfully address the Presi- 
dent, but shall not proceed until recognized by him. 

5. No member shall be entitled to the floor while out side the bar of 
the Conference. 



6. Resolutions shall be written and presented in duplicate, and all mo- 
tions, if the President, Secretary, or two members desire it. 

7. No person shall speak more than twice on the same question, nor 
more than ten minutes at any one time, without leave of the Conference, 
nor shall any person speak more than once, until every member choosing 
to speak, shall have spoken; Provided^ however, that, a committee making a 
report shall, in all cases, be entitled to ten minutes to close the debate. 

8. It shall be in order to move that the question be taken without fur- 
ther debate on any measures pending, except in cases in which character 
is involved ; and if sustained by a vote of two-thirds, the question shall be 
taken. 



9. Action upon any one of the following motions, viz: (1,) indefinite 
postponement; (3,) to lay on the table; (3,) to reconsider; (4,) ordering 
the previous question ; (5,) to adjourn ; shall be taken without debate. 

10. If any member of the Conference intends to arrest the character of 
a brother, the name of the person about to be complained of, shall be 
handed to the President, and passed by in the call, until a select session of 
the Conferenee, shall be held, when the reserved case shall be called up 
and disposed of. 

11. If a me r.ber intends to make complaints of any kind against an- 
other, he shall give such brother notice of his intention as early as possible 
before the session of the Conference. 



12. These rules shall not be suspended, except by a vote of two-thirds 
of the members present, and voting. 



XIV. PERIODICALS. 

Your Committee on Periodicals, would report: 

In view of the great power of the press, and that power is industriously 
used to enervate the mind and corrupt the morals of the nation, by spread- 
ing broadcast over our land, a most pernicious literature ; therefore. 

Resolved, 1st, That we gratefully recognize the efforts of the government 
to keep out of the United States Mails this burden of corruption and death 
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Resolved^ 2d, That we will use our influence tand best endeavors to pre- 
vail upon the news dealers in our respective charges to abstain from the 
sale of such periodicals as are unquestionably immoral. 

Resolved^ 3d, That as an aid to the preaching of the Gospel we will more 
industriously than ever labor to get our books and periodicals into the 
hands of our people. • 

Resolved^ 4th, That we gratefully recognize the reduction in the price of 
our Church papers. 

Resolved^ 5th, That while we gladly acknowledge the ability of all our 
Church papers, we will specially recommend the “Central Christian Advo- 
cate ” as best adapted to the wants of our people. 

Resolved^ 6th, That our noble Quarterly should be carefelly read by all 
our ministers and recommended to the intelligent laymen of the Church. 

Resolved^ 7th, That our Sunday School publications are equal, in fact, and 
certainly superior, to all others for Methodists; we will use our best 
endeavor to have all our schools provided with them.

Resolved, 5th, That as members of the Iowa Annual Conference, we will use 
our utmost endeavors, both in public and private to create such an earnest sen- 
timent in favor of the Temperance cause, as will insure a clear majority of such 
men in the coming General Assembly as will indorse the action of the last Gen- 
eral Assembly, and submit to a vote of the people the question of a Constitu- 
tional Amendment, by which the manufacture or sale of intoxicating liquors 
shall be prohibited.
